Late returns from New Jersey indi- 
cate that James F. Fielder, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, has a plurality 
over Stokes, Republican, of about 29,000. 

The Democrats have elected five of 
the eight Senators chosen yesterday, 
which will make the Senate, with the 
holdovers, stand 12 Democrats to 9 Re- 
publicans. The Democrats elected their 
Senatorial candidates in Bergen, Cum- 
berland, Hudson, Ocean, and Salem 
Counties. Repubiicans’ elected 
candidates in Atlantic, Mercer, and Mor- 
ris. 

Among the 
elected is Charles O'Connor 
from Bergen County, now a member of 
the Assembly. Mr. Hennessy a 
brother of John A. Hennessy, 
campaigning in this city figured so 
largely in the overthrow of Tammany 

If, as indicated in the late returns, 
the Democrats have elected their As- 
sembly ticket the 
party will control the Assembly by a 
vote of 40 to 20. 

The Democratic State Committee says 
that Fielder has carried Jersey City by 
about 12,000 and Hudson County by not 
less than 25,000.

At Republican headquarters in New- 
ark it is-claimed that Stokes has car- 
ried the State by a smal! plurality. 
They claim that Camden County has 


given 4,000 for Stokes over Fielder 
The Progressives here have advices 
from Camden to the effect that it went 
12,000 for Colby. They base their claim, 
or hope, on a bulletin from Haddon 
Heights. 

The Republican State Committee is 
claiming Essex County by 8,000, Cam- 
den by 5,000, Atlantic by 3,000, Mercer 
by 2,000, Passaic by 3,000, Burlington 
by 2,500, Cape May by 500, and Salem 
by 500. The committee concede Hudson 
by 18,000, Hunterdon by 1,200, Mon- 
mouth by 1,000, and Warren by 1,000. 

It is practically certain that the Dem- 
ocrats will retain control of the House 
of Assembly. They have elected twelve 
members in Essex, twelve in Hudson, 
one in Hunterdon, three in Middlesex, 
two in Monmouth, making twenty-nine. 
Warren and Sussex are absolutely sure 
that there will be a safe majority in 
the lower House. The Senate is still 
in doubt. 

The feature of the election is 
light vote cast for Everett Colby, the 
Progressive candidate.

SCHENECTADY. Nov. 4.—Soclalism, 
which has reigned here for two years, 
was repudiated at the polls to-day when 
the Fusion candidate, J. Teller School- 
craft, was elected Mayor by a plurality 
of 1,734 over Dr. George R. Lunn, So- 
| clalist candidate for re-election. The 
Socialists also lost their control of the 
City Council and failed to gain strength 
in the County Board of Supervisors, The 
| only county official they elected was 
Sheriff—plurality, 1,000. 

ne election was the most exciting in 
the history of the city. Last night 6,000 
Fusionists paraded the town, seranading 
the Fusion headquarters and the home 
of Mr. Schoolcraft. To-day four times 
this number followed two bands and a 
big sign reading ‘‘ Our Flag is the Star- 
Spangled Banner,” through the principal 
streets. 

Despite their defeat the Socialists feel 
hopeful because they polled an increased 
vote over two years ago. Dr. Lunn se- 
cured 735 more votes to-day than he 
did two years ago, when elected by 1,909 
plurality. It was only the fusion move- 
ment of the Democrats, Republicans, 
and Progressives which’ prevented a 
repetition of the Socialist landslide. 

Dr .Lunn’s total vote to-day was 
7,271, as compared with 6,586 received 
by him two years ago. In the city vote 
Herbert .M. errill, Socialist candidate 
for Assembly, received a plurality of 
870 over Dr. Squire, but the vote in the 
town districts it is expected will more 
than offset this, and it is generally con- 
ceded that Squire will be returned to 
the Legislature, since the Socialist 
stronghold does not extend into these 
districts to any extent.

“To Judge McCall I extend my sin- 
cere personal greetings. He has reaped 
the whirlwind and suffered the conse-

dined Dudley Field Malone, Third As- 
sistant Secretary of State; Job E.| 
Hedges, who ran for Governor last year 
on the Republican ticket; Mr. and Mrs. 
Ogden L. Mills; George B. Muller, his 
law partner; Arthur H. Woods, ex- 
Deputy Police Commissioner; George H. 
Bell, his campaign secretary, and ex- 
Senator Martin G. Saxe. 

The early returns were received by Mr. 
Mitchel by telegraph. A little before 10 
o'clock, when Murphy had conceded his 
election, he dictated and sent down to 
the reporters his statement. 

The Mayor-elect came down to the 
Fifth Avenue Building about 10 o'clock, 
and went to his office on the ninth floor. 
He was unrecognized on the way, but 
as soon as he was known to be at his 
desk his supporters stormed his inner 
office. He was almost overwhelmed by 
the hands thrust out to greet him, and 
it was with the utmost difficulty that, 
with his husky voice, he could reply to 
the congratulations. 

Then he came into the outer office, 
where he was surrounded again by 
those eager to congratulate him. Mrs. 
Borden Harriman was the first to tell 
him how pleased she was at his success 
and then the new Mayor went around 
the room shaking hands with the men 
and women who had gathered to wish 
him well. Then the Mayor-elect re- 
ceived the reporters. 

‘““What are you going to do to oust 
Murphy?” he was asked. 

‘‘What I have said already I should 
do,’”’ he replied. ‘I shall do nothing 
to recognize him. As I nave said ali 
along, I shall do my best to put him 
out of business.’ : , 

“What do you think of the results in 
Brooklyn?” asked a Brooklyn reporter. 

“Brooklyn is even more so than it 
used to be,’ Mr. Mitchel replied, ‘in 
refusing to be led by the Tiger.’’ 

Just then Mayor Kline was seen forc- 
ing his way through the crush about 
his successor. He shook Mr. Mitchel’s 
hand and said: 

*“ Accept my warmest congratulations, 
but it was a foregone conclusion.” 

Asked about his plans for a rest after 
his campaign, Mr. Mitchel said that he 
would not go away for a day or two, 
but that he would then depart from the 
city. Mr. Mitchel stayed a few minutes 
with Mr. Adamson, Mr. Price, and his 
other principal supporters, and then 
left the headquarters with the an- 
nouncement that he had just one thing 
in mind at the moment, which was to 
get home and go to bed 

When Mayor Kline was asked if 
everything had gone well with “kis per- 
sonal campaign for Alderman in Brook- 
lyn he replied: 

“Tf I am not all right in Brooklyn 
I shall hold you personally responsible. 
But so far I have not received any re- 
turns of any sort.’’ 

At about 10:30 o’clock when there 
could be no doubt of the general result 
Robert Adamson, who as campaign 
manager of the Fusion Committee. has 
borne tine chief burden of the fight, 
issued this statement in which he pre- 
dicted that this defeat of Tammany 
Hall was really a final one: 

‘“‘Mr. Mitchel has been elected Mayer 
and we have elected a majority of the 
Board of Estimate. It looks as if Mr. 
Connolly has been elected in Queens 
and Mr. McCormack in Richmond, but 
the great thing is that the executive 
head of the city and control of the 
great appropriating body of the munic- 
ipality have been saved from the rapa- 
cious clutch of Tammany Hall.

HAPGOOD GIVES REASONS. 


Says Tammany Was Starved and 
People Appreciated Good Government 


Norman Hapgood, Chairman of the 
Fusion Committee, said last night: 

“Tammany was weakened by four 
years of starvation and by the public 
example of what first class city govern- 
ment is. It will be still further weak- 
ened in the next four years. It is the 
first time we have seen eight years 
of continuous non-partisan expert gov-

HOPES FOR THE BEST 


Says Mitchel’s Opponents Join 
in Wishing Success to 
His Administration._ 








McCALL GOES EARLY TO BED 





So Visitors Are Told, While Chug- 
ging Automobile Waits Outside 
—His Headquarters Desolate. 


In his entire career as leader of Tam- 
many Hall Charles F. Murphy never 
fought so hard 
as he did last night. Out of the gloom 
which settled down upon Tammany 
Hall early in the evening Mr. Murphy, 
plainly dreading the worst, showed by 


his demeanor that while he was willing 
to concede the defeat of his Mayoralty 
candidate he would be satisfied if only 
his county ticket could pull through, 

From 8 o'clock in the evening until 11 
o'clock Mr. Murphy sat in the e 
executive room known as the Speakers 
Bureau in the Fourteenth Street wig- 
wam and listened to Secretary Tom 
Smith read off the returns. For an 
hour and a half Mr. Murphy listened 
to reports that Herman A. Metz, Joseph 
Goulden, Dr. Darlington, and other 
minor Tammany candidates were hold- 
ing up splendidly in Manhattan Bor- 
ough, although they were fast slipping 
behind in the other boroughs. 

Then, as the evening wore on, Secre- 
tary Smith considerately decided not to 
read any more figures aloud, but went 
softly to ‘‘the Chief'’ and whispered 
the discomforting news in his ear. 


‘“‘How about a few words, Mr. Mur- 
phy?’’ the mewspaper men_ present 
asked 


Tnere was a short consultation be- 
tween Mr. Murphy and Mr. Smith and 
then this statement was given out as 
reflecting Mr. Murphy’s feelings: 


“Result Speaks for Itself.’ 


“The result speaks for itself. Mr. 
Mitchel has been elected by a majority 
voters. lis opponents join in 
the wish that he may have a success- 
ful administration, and hope that it 
will be of substantial benefit to our 
city.’’ 

While gloom was deep at Tammany 
Hall, it was almost joyful there in com- 
parison with the scene of desolation at 
the headquarters of Edward E. McCall, 
in the Hotel Martinique. Mr. McCall 
did not apepar there at all during the 
although a private telegraph 
wire had been installed and all arrange- 
ments made to receive the returns. 

Fire Commissioner Joseph Johnson, 
who managed Mr. McCall’s campaign, 
and Charles Hickey, secretary to Mr. 
McCall, had charge of affairs there, 
and read the returns to 
group of a dozen or more men who had 
worked hard to elect McCall. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Mr. Jonnson 
called Mr. McCall up on the telephone 
at his home, at 321 West Eighty-sixth 
Street, and talked him him a few min- 
utes. Mr. Johnson told Mr. McCall that 
there was no hope for him, although 
there seemed to be a chance for 
rest of the ticket. 

Mr. McCall replied that he had been

Turning from the telephone, Mr, 
Johnson said:

At Mr. McCall’s house a servant who 
answered the door satd that Mr. McCall 
had not yet returned home, but when 
Mr. McCall’s daughter, Ella, was seen 
she said that her father was in bed. 

“He came home more tired from play- 
ing golf than at any time during the 


campaign,"’ she said, ‘‘and he went to 
bed early.” 

“You know the result of the elec- 
tion?’’ she was asked. 

“Oh, yes. We had a ticker in the 
house. It’s the toss of a coin in poli- 
tics. You never know what is going 


to happen. Father is philosopher enough 
to realize that.” 

Miss McCall said that under 
cumstances would Mr. McCall be seen 
by newspaper men.

Found Comfort in Early Returns. 


It was almost pathetic to see how the 
Tammany leaders at the Hal! grasped 
at the hope that they might have saved 
some of their county ticket. At one 
time everybody seemed to think that 
Tammany had actually saved the Board 
of Estimate. It seemed to be taken as 
a matter of course, after the first few 
returns came in, that the head of the 
ticket was hopelessly lost and then in- 
terest centred entirely upon’ what might 
be left. 

As the returns rolled in from the 
downtown districts, where Tammany is 
strongest, there was great joy. They 
showed that the Tammany borough and 
county candidates were safely ahead, 
and actually gaining. District after 
district returned hopeful figures for 
Herman A. Metz, candidate for Con- 
troller, and Joseph A. Goulden, candi- 
date for President of the Board of Al- 
dermen. 


For a time the figures showed that

McCooey, the Kings County Democratic 
leader was cursed loudly and deeply. 
At 8:25 o'clock Mr. Murphy came into 
the room and all ‘‘ the faithuful”’ stood 
up and gave him three cheers, The 
Tammany Chief smiled in a matter-of- 
fact way and went to a far side of the 
room and sat down between Judge Jo- 
seph Moss and Pr. Darlington. He did 
not leave the room until nearly midnight 
when the complete result was known. 
For a long time after that not an an- 


nouncement was made, The cheer 
gradually went out of the room as 
everybody realized that the heavily 


Republican districts uptown were being 
heard from. With a long face, Mr. 
Smith slipped over to where Murphy 
was sitting, and showed him a piece of 
paper. Murphy nodded. Going back to 
his desk Secretary Smith said: 

“We lose everything. Mitchel is 
elected by probably 100,000. We don’t 
expect to get much now.” 

From then on the returns read off 
were few and far between and every 
report showed that Fusion was carry- 
ing all before it. 

‘“‘I’m_ licked,’’ said Dr. Darlington, 
and he put on his overcoat, smiled a 
farewell to his friends and went out. 

Murphy looked bored and gave out 
his statement acknowledging defeat. 
From tnen on the gloom settled down 
heavily and soon all the lights were 
put out and Tammany Hall was dark 
and deserted.

WILSON WIRES TO FIELDER. 


“You Did Not Need to Call Out Re- 
serves”—Receives Returns Alone. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Just before 
midnight to-night President Wilson sent 
this telegram to James F. Fielder: 

““My warmest congratulations. You 
did not néed to call out the reserves.’’ 

Opponents of Mr. Fielder had been 
quoted as saying that he was obliged to 
call upon the President for aid to win 
— fight for the New Jersey Governor- 
ship. 

_ President Wilson returned to Wash- 
ington at 9:30 o’clock to-night, after 
voting at Princeton to-day. He sat in 
his office until late, recerving election re- 
turns. Joseph P. Tumulty, secretary to 
the President, and Rudolph Forster, ex- 
ecutive clerk, were the only persons who 
saw him at that time. They carried to 
him press bulletins and telegrams from | 





political and other friends, and he 
showed delight at the Democratic 
victories in Massachusetts, Maryland, 


New York, and New Jersey. 

The President’s interest appeared to be 
centered in ‘the returns from his own 
State. At 11:30 o’clock he received a 
telegram from the State House in Tren- | 
ton saying that Fielder was elected. 

Representative Doremus of Michigan, | 
Chairman of the Democratic Con- | 
gressional Committee, went to the Ex- 
ecutive offices at 10 o’clock, but re- 
mained in Secretary Tumulty’s room. | 
None of the members of the Cabinet 
saw the President during the evening. 
Secretary Bryan got the election returns 
by telephone at his home.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 4.—Presl- | 
Gent Wilson had a typical student re- | 
ception when he arrived at Princeton] 
at 2:30 this afternoon to cast his vote | 
for James F. Fielder for Governor. 
Seven hundred undergraduates had pa- 
raded to the station to greet him, and 
he landed amid a chorus of cheers. 

The crowd followed him up University 
Place as far as the dining halls, where 
he mounted the sters and said he had 
been told bv Sume young man who 
seemed to have authority that he could 
go no further unless he made a speech. 
Then he added: 

“You want to know why I came here? 
I am here to vote for a good man, but 
I am not going to discuss politics. It 
is delightful to get back here and to re- | 
new the pleasant acquaintances and as- 
sociations. I thank you for your hearty 
and generous reception.” 

He went directly to the voting place | 
in Chambers Street and voted immedi- | 
ately, using ballot No. 1386. Prof. 
Stockton Axson, his brother-in-law, 
voted after him. 

On coming out the President stopped | 
to shake hands with Mr. and Mrs. Parke | 
H. Davis, and then started on an au- 
tomobile trip about the campus with 
some friends.

harangue from Theodore Clare Nevins | 
of East Orange, a senior, who has been 
campaigning in the interests of the 
Democrats. He delivered a mock cam- 
paign speech from the automobile of 
‘“‘Heff.’”

Newsboys Pushing Pink Extra 
of McCall Victory When Times 
Tower Flashed ‘Mitchel Wins.’ 


DENSE MASSES IN STREETS 


Parading, Singing, and 
Tooting Horns—No Trouble, but 
Police Have Their Hands Full. 


Shouting, 


Times Square was filled with noise 
and uproar, and the merriest and, 
possibly, the biggest election crowds 
its history from early evening 
until after midnight last night. Po- 
lice Inspector O’Brien, with 250 uni- 
formed policemen, kept the crowd in or- 
der. The throngs were massed in the 
great double triangle of Times Square 
from Forty-second to Forty-sixth 
Street, with as many more packed 
south along Broadway until they were 
lost in another crush. Altogether they 
seemed to be tooting, rattling, roaring, 
cheering, and singing. 

The half million that passed through 
Times Square was composed in part, at 
least, of persons interested chiefly in 
noise. Under the swirling eddies of 
confetti, tissue-paper streamers, news- 
papers, and election banners that went 
sky-hooting up ten stories through the 
narrow lane of Broadway all night, the 
slow - marching packed multitudes 
passed tumultuously. 

The announcement that Mitchel had 
been elected Mayor was flashed at 6:40 
o'clock by the great sword of light tnat 
shot out from the Times tower and cut 
with broad sweeps north and south 
along the Eastern sky. And then, sud- 
denly, at 9:30 o'clock, the white ring 
again, flashed and the bulletin board 
north of the Times Building told that 
Fusion was gaining control of the Board 
of Estimate of the municipal govern- 
ment as well as of the Mayor’s office, 
which was as much as saying that the 
Tiger was slinking away. 

From that moment until 11 o’clock, 
when it was assured that Mitchel was 
elected Mayor by an enormous plurality 
and Fusion members without. exception 
would constitute the Board of Estimate, 
the great crowd, swelled now by 
thousands of outpouring theatregoers, 
cheered in wild enthusiasm every an- 
nouncement on THE TIMBs bulletin, 

The first ballots had barely been 
counted when a pink extra of an even- 
ing newspaper friendly to McCall was 
hawked in a flood about Broadway an- 
nouncing that ‘‘McCall Wins’?! The 
eyes of the multitude were turned again 
and again toward the top of the Times 
Tower, seeking a confirmation of the 
report in the searchlight flashes there. 
But no flash came. 

Broadway was still quiet, for election 
night, at this hour, save for the shout- 
ing of the newsboys and the tooting of 
horns at the corners gt each cross- 
street. At each corner, in the centre of 
groups of such vendors, stood wagons 
loaded to the brim with many-colored 
tissue paper streamers, sacks of con- 
fetti, tissue paper shakos and feather 
dusters, with here and there a lot of 
the old-time ticklers, forbidden by the 
police, and purchased caveat emptor. 

All along the great white street were 
other vendors, too, of many-colored 
ribbons and hat bands, bearing in ad- 
vance the proud announcement: oat 


told you so,’’ and guaranteed to fit al 
wearers, no matter who won. 


Soon the Real News Came. 


At 6:20 o’clock the bulletin at the 


north end of the Times Building an- 
nounced that the Fifth Blection Dis- 
trict of the Seventh Assembly District 
gave Mitchel 13 votes more than McCall, 
and a little later that five districts in 


Brooklyn gave Mitchel 871 against 231 
for McCall, indicating tnat the Fusion 


candidate would carry that borough 
by 17,000. But the absence of any really 
authoritative returns and the darkness 
of the unbroken stretches of sky around 
the top of the Times tower helped the 
pink extras get credence. At 6:40, how- 
ever, the Tim@s flashed the news that 
Mitchel was elected, corroborated by 
The Brooklyn Eagle, and conceded by 
The Evening Sun, which had favored 
McCall, 

A few minutes later the pink extras, 
with their announcements of McCall's 
victory were stacked away. 

At 6:45 o’clock the second mild burst 
of applause rose from the gathering 
thousands when THE TIMEs bulletin an- 
nounced that Mitchel’s plurality § in 
Brooklyn at that stage was indicated 
as 26,200. 

When the picture of John A. Hennes- 
8y was flashed on the screens, with 
thumbs stuck in his vest pockets, and 
his chest thrown out, like Ajax defying 
the lightning, there was a tremendous 
burst of applause, mingled with hisses. 

The crowd in and around Times 
Square was now swelled to the suf- 
focating point and the streams north 
and south from it were fast thickening. 
The noise had swelled proportionately. 

A picture of Mitchel thrown on the 
screen brought a round of cheers, and 
another of McAneny’s mild face, a 
round of strangely gentle hand-clapping. 
Then came McCall and a chorus ot 
fickle hisses. The newsboys who had 
been selling pink stories of his victory 
hissed him as they sold white ones of 
his defeat, still wearing in their caps 
the same placards and bands of “lL 
Told You So.” 

Up at the north end of Times Square 
was massed a somewhat less numerous 
but tightly packed throng before an- 
other bulletin board. On this were 
thrown besides occasional election re- 
turns, stanzas of popular songs in the 
chorus of which the great crowd joined 
£Zood-humoredly. It joined, too, in vig- 
orous hissing of the Tammany ‘Tiger, 
when it was pictured with a headache 
and sadly distended stomacn beside an 
empty bird-cage, labeled ‘‘ Sulzer,’’ and 
beneath the lament of Tammany: “1 
guess that bird I swallowed must have 
been a porcupine.” 

“Do you think Murphy gave back 
that $25,000? Shout yes!’’ announced 
ag screen. And the crowd shouted: 
“No!” 

An automobile loaded with foolish 
youth, each in a torn straw hat, whizzed 
honking down Broadway through the 
narrow lane of the street car tracks, 
and foolish youths waved their hats and 
shouted for their candidates. Another 
auto, constructed apparently out of gi- 
gantic posters, crept more slowly down 
the narrow lane, announcing to the 
thousands in the great square: ‘‘ You 
did, you did, you know you did.’’ No 
one knew what. 

Bustling too and fro amid the crowd 
scores of villainous black-mustached 
and black-goateed fakers were selling 
to men and women alike mustaches and 
beards similar to those they wore and 
transforming boys in a jiffy into dash- 
ing villainous-looking Herrmanns the 
Great for 5 cents. 

“‘It’s kind o’ reckless here,’’ said one 
ecared-looking Jersey ingenue to her 
scared-looking escort from Newark, as 
both of them dodged between Matt Mc- 
Grath, the hammer-throwing traffic po- 
liceman and a southbound Broadway 
car at Forty-third Street. And it was 
kind of reckless. 

Nevertheless, the police said late last 
night, that they had no real trouble, 
although they had to keep pretty vigi- 
lant. Only when the crowds, streaming 
north and south, met at the side 
streets when the cross-traffic on 
those streets was stopped by the 
whistle of the traffic policemen, was 
there a moment of clash and confu- 
sion. It took flying wedges of the 
police, stationed at intervals of twen- 
ty feet or less ee Broadway, to 
restore order and isentangle the 
lines there. 


7,000 IN HERALD SQUARE. 


Broadway Jammed from There to 
Madison Square Park. 


Seven thousand noisy, enthusiastic, 
good=humored people jammed and jos- 
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tled each other in Herald Square last 
night watching the election returns and 
intermittent moving pictures; 5,000 more 
were in Madison Square Park getting 
returns from the uptown New York 
American bulletin sheet and a second 
Herald screen near it. Broadway be- 
tween the two crowds was a boisterous, 
tightly packed moving mass from the 
sidewalks to the street-car tracks. The 
Evening Post had a screen at Broad- 
way and Twenty-ninth Street, and here 
several hundred congregated on the 
sidewalks and in the street. 

The crowds were immense, but gen- 
eral good order was observed. Half a 
dozen arrests were made of irrepressible 
young men who insisted upon using the 
forbidden ticklers, but otherwise the 
only work of the police was to keep 
open narrow lanes through which the 
street cars passed, 


HARLEM CROWDS PARADE. 


Definite Early Returns Give Chance 
to Vent Enthusiasm. 


Between 7:30 and 8 o’clock last night 
the first rush of the election crowds 
commenced in Harlem, and continued 
until West 125th Street, between Fifth 
and Highth Avenues, was jammed from 
curb to curb wherever election returns 
were shown. Several of the uptown 
offices of the newspapers furnished the 
bulletin service, and some of the politi- 
eal clubs in the district received and dis- 
played bulletins on the screens over the 
club windows. 

Everywhere the crowds gathered the 
sentiment for the Fusion ticket ap- 
peared to be strongly in evidence. 
There was little interest shown in an 
of the up-State returns. ’ 


THE CROWDS DOWNTOWN 


Left the Park Row Bulletins Early 
for the City’s Night Life. 


About 12,000 persons, according to the 
police estimate, gathered along Park 
Row to watch the returns flashed on 
the bulletin boards of The Sun, 
and The Tribune. The crowd began 
to assemble as early as 5 o'clock 
and was greatest about 9. From that 


time on it dwindled rapidly and an hour 
or so later City Hall Park was prac- 
tically deserted save by its regular 
“bench warmers.’’ This was because 
Park Row couldn't present the allure- 
ments ofsthe white Iight district and 
because the early, evening extras left 
no doubt of Mitchel’s victory. 

At its height the crowd was massed on 
both sides of the trolley tracks and 
stretched from Spruce to Franklin 
Streets and from Mail to Chambers, in 
some places being banked clear back 
to the City Hall. 


AARON J. LEVY DEFEATED. 


Hartmann Said to Win by Small 
Plurality and Sulzer Is Glad. 


Incomplete returns in the Second 
Municipal Court District at an early 
hour this morning indicated the defeat 
of Aaron J. Levy, the Tammany candi- 
date and present member of the As- 
sembly from the Fourth District, by a 
small plurality. Samuel S. Koenig, Re- 
publican County leader, issued a state- 
ment at 12:45 this morning in which he 
claimed the election of Gustave Hart- 
mann, the Republican candidate and 
present Municipal Judge in the Second 
District, over Levy by a plurality of 
1,000 votes. The result was rendered 
doubtful and the fight a close one by 
reason of the fact that there were three 
candidates in the field, the third nomi- 


nee being David Goldstein, the choice 


of the Progressive Party. p 

Aaron J. Levy, as Democratic floor 
leader in the lower branch of the Leg- 
islature, led the fight against Sulzer in 
the Assembly, and in a two-hour speech 
in the early morning hours of the final 
debate in the Assembly bitterly ar- 
raigned the Governor and urged his 
impeachment. It was against Aaron J. 
Levy and Senator James J. Frawley 
that William Sulzer laid the chief blame 
for his impeachment, and during the re- 
cent campaign the former Governor in- 
vaded the Second, Eighth, and Tenth 
Assembly Districts in a determined ef- 
fort to encompass Levy’s defeat. 

Early this morning Mr. Sulzer was 


asked if he had anything to say about 


Levy’s reported defeat. 2 

“ell the people from me,” was the 
reply, ‘‘that the voters of the. great 
east side have meted out justice to a 
man who deserves no mercy at their 
hands. Mr. Levy and his chief, Mr. 
Murphy, have alike ceased to, menace 
the public welfare. I am glad.” 


CHALLENGES BILL EDWARDS 


With Engineer Bensel, He Has to 
Swear In His Vote. 

All of the guests of the Hotel Marie 
Antoinette, and about twenty-five of 
them were concerned, who were reg- 
istered voters, were challenged when 
they attempted to vote at 147 Amster- 
dam Avenue, the polling place of the 
Second Election District of the Fif- 
teenth Assembly District. Among those 
challenged were John A, Bensel, State 
Engineer; William H. Edwards, Street 
Cleaning Commissioner; Judge W. W. 


Foster, President Stewart of the Amert- 
can Express Company, and a number 
of bankers and wealthy merchants who 
make their homes at the hotel. 

The first one to appear to ask for his 
ballot was Mr. Bensel. He was chal- 
lenged by Charles Senior. 

‘““Why am I challenged?’’ asked Mr. 
Bensel. ‘‘I am a State officer, and al- 
though I spend a good deal of my time 
in Albany, I maintain my voting resi- 
dence at the Hotel Marie Antoinette.”’ 

Senior replied that he had _ received 
a challenge list from the Superintendent 
of Elections containing, among others, 
the name of Mr. Bensel. He said that 
the management of the hotel had neglect- 
ed to forward to the office of the Super- 
intendent of Elections the names of reg- 
istered voters in the hotel, as required 
by law. 

Mr. Bensel protested, and his vote was 
then sworn in. The others who fol- 
lowed protested, and they swore in their 
pallots. 

Sireet Cleaning Commissioner Ed- 
wards was the next one whom Senior 
cnallenged. He was very indignant and 
thought at first that the whole matter 
was a joke or a trick. When Senior 
insisted Edwards became indignant and 
said that he had lived in the hotel for 
ten years and during that time always 
had voted. He protested and his vote 
was sworn in. 


Wild Rumors Caused Appeal for 


Troops, Which Was Denied. 


GARY, Ind., Nov. 4.—Despite the pres- 
ence of a hundred deputy sheriffs, mus- 
tered in to preserve order, rioting at- 
tended the municipai election here to- 
day. 

Frank W. Smith, Coroner of Lake 
County, was injured when he went to 
a place where it was reported that a 
man had been murdered. Hundreds of 
persons had surrounded a voting booth, 
where a riot was in progress, when 
Dr. Smith was knocked down and 
severely injured. 

When order had been restored it was 
found that five men had been severely 
beaten and one had been shot, the bul- 
let entering his mouth. 

Complaint was made that the rioting 
had been started by men who had been 
brought into town from Chicago and 
Indianapolis. i 

The rioting resulted In a call upon the 
Governor for troops, but he refused to 
send any, regarding the reports as ex- 
aggerated. 


FISH WINS IN PUTNAM. 


Yale’s Candidate Is Beaten and 
Democrats Control Supervisors.

CARMEL, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Hamilton 
Fish, Jr., Democrat and Progressive 
candidate for Assembly from Putnam 
County, was elected to-day by 154 ma- 
jority, defeating John R. Yale’s candi- 
date, William H. Weeks. Assemblyman 
Yale joined with Tammany Hall and 
voted to impeach Sulzer. For the first 
time in several years the Democrats 
will have a majority in the Board of 
Supervisors,

Destroy Tammany! 


From The World. 

Mr. Mitchel'’s victory over Murphy’s 
candidate for Mayor is complete and 
decisive, On that issue New York 
spoke in no uncertain tones. Mr. Mc- 
Call has lost every borough, includ- 
ing Manhattan, which is Tammany’s 


stronghold, 

It was John Adams who said that 
New York politics ‘‘ were the devil's 
own, incomprenensible.”’ They re- 
main the aevil’s own. On Tammany’s 
record of proved corruption, on Tam- 
many’s record of government by 
graft, by intimidation and by black- 
mail, a city that respects law and 
liberty and public integrity would 
have arisen practically unanimously 
to destroy the most sordid and venal 
political organization known to Amer- 
ican institutions. 

No such verdict can be found in the 
election returns. Tammany has been 
beaten, but with unlimited corporation 
money and influence behind it, when 
a quarter of a million voters cast 
their ballots for Tammany’s candi- 
date, these ballots are a _ shocking 
manifestation of popular indifference 
to honesty and decency in ¢govern- 
ment. 

It shows that the battle for honest 
government is only half won in New 
York, and that all talk hereafter of 
compromising with Tammany means 
comprouiee with organized, systema- 
tized infamy, which will menace the 
city as long as it is permitted to live. 
The next campaign for good govern- 
ment must be made by the Democrats 
themselves, and the fighting must be 
carried into the very heart of the 
Tammany organization.

Honesty and decency have won a not- 
able victory in the City of New York.

Mr. Mitchel’s victory by an over- 
whelming plurality that will mount to 
close to 100.000 votes is the city’s an- 
swer to Mr. Murphy's arrogance and 
greed. It was the fond belief of that 
boss that the time was propitious and 
that he could ‘‘ put across’”’ his own 
man, his pet messenger boy, to run 
the City Hall for the benefit of Four- 
teenth Street. He so far overreached 
himself thac he to-day lies sprawling 
in the most abject defeat that ever be- 
fell a Tammany boss. _ 

The victory of Mr. Mitchel would 
have been dearly bought had Fusion 
not carried the Board of Estimate.

New York always takes its munici- 
pal election’ seriously, and _ the 
prophecy that the campaign just 
closed would be one of the most des- 
perate in the city’s history proves 
to have been a true one.

Supreme Court Justice Maddox of 
Brooklyn, before whom disputed elec- 
tion votes were argued yesterday, de- 
cided that twenty-eight voters in the 
Twenty-third Assembly District should 
not be allowed to vote.

Actual 
fraud has been reduced to a minimum 
and the police have preserved order. 
Why? Because, for the first time, ade- 
quate preventive measures were taken, 
and the Mayor, the District Attorney, 
ithe police and the independent organl- 
zations all worked together in har- 
hony for honest elections. We know 
that any time New York wants an hon- 
est election it can have it.”’

ASKED TOO MANY QUESTIONS 





Superintendent of Elections Voorhis 
Reports Orderly Day and Re- 
markably Heavy Early Vote. 





In spite of the bitterness which has 


characterized .the campaign on both 
sides, yesterdiy’s election, according 
to Supt. Voorhis of the State Board of 
Elections for the Municipal District of 
New York, was one of the quietest 
and most orderly in his experience. 
There was little or no trouble at tho 
polling places, and the vote cast was 
unusually. heavy. 

“The first and only complaint which 
was brought to my attention,” said 
Mr. Voorhis, “‘ was when I was notified 
at my home, at 6:30 in the morning, 
that the volunteer Fusion watchers in 
the Eighteenth Election District of the 
Nineteenth Assembly District were 
causing a delay in the voting, which 


during the early hours was very heavy. 
The watchers were for the most part 
Columbia College students, andin their 
enthusiasm they believed that it was 
necessary to submit to all of the vot- 
ers whom they sought to challenge the 
entire list of questions prescribed for 
registration. These questions include 
age, birthplace, length of residence in 
the State, county, and election district, 
place of residence, where the person 
voted from last year, whether or not 
he is a householder, and simialr inqui- 
ries. They were very profuse in their 
challenges, and the — was 
— that they were delaying the 
ote. 

“IT sent an Inspector from this of- 
fice up to the polling place, which was 
in Amsterdam Avenue, near 116th 
Street, and he explained that. while it 
was permissible to ask all of the pre- 
scribed questions, it was not manda- 
tory upon a watcher to do so—that, as 
a rule, one or two were sufficient. The 
matter was straightened out, but at 10 
o'clock hostilities were renewed, and 
I sent another election official to the 
district, who remained and instructed 
the watchers in the best way of prop- 
erly identifying a man who sought to 
vote. After about an hour things were 
working smoothly and he returned. 

“There was some trouble early in the 
morning in the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict, but it was not called to my at- 
tention and no report was made to this 
I understand that Clement J. 
Driscoll, the former Deputy Police Com- 
missioner, was ee and pelted 
with eggs and vegetables as he was 
leaving a polling place at 65 Madison 
Street. I also heard that another man 
nemed Robert Brenzi was attacked in 
front of the Home Rule Demcoratic 
Club at 48 Madison Street. I did not 
saw 
them in the newspapers. 

“The most remarkable thing about 
this election was the heavy vote in the 
early morning hours. I voted shortly 
before 8 o'clock in the Eleventh Elec- 
tion District of the Fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and my ballot was No. 87. The 
same conditions prevailed all over the 
city, even in the silk-stocking districts. 
At 10 o’clock my reports indicated that 

large proportion of the entire regis- 
At 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon more than 75 per cent. 
of those qualified to vote in this elec- 
tion had cast their ballots.” 

Mr. Voorhis said that his office had 
about seventy-five warrants for the 
arrest of illegally registered voters, and 
that he did not know how many of the 
warrants had been exeéuted. He said 
that District Attorney Whitman had 
secured about 400 such warrants, which 
Was an unusually large number for the 
District Attorney’s office to handle on 
Election Day.

Harry Warner, who was registered 
from 284 Seventh Street, gave his ad- 
dress when he attempted to vote at 
the ao place at 82 Avenue D as 91 
Avenue » and was promptly chal- 
lenged by a watcher for the Honest 
Ballot Association, Herman Rosenbloom, 
and was arrested. It developed that 
Warner lived at the corner of Seventh 
Street and Avenue D, and that both of 
the addresses which he had given were 
correct, as the house had two entrances. 

A frequent source of trouble at polling 
places in the forenoon was the disputes 
which arose between the Boards of Elec- 
tion Inspectors and watchers. The 
Honest Ballot Association men declared 
that many of the boards had refused to 
admit watchers inside the rails and had 
also refused to put challenges when re- 
quested. For this reason threats were 
made that several Boards of Inspectors 
would be arrested after the polls had 
closed, but so far as is known this 
threat was not carried out.

Patrick Harden, 43 years old; of 280

The charge placed against 
Harden was that of violating the Sul- 
livan anti-weapon law. One of the de- 
tectives noticed a black-jack bulging in 
his hip pocket. The arrest occurred a‘ 
the polling place of the Ninth Election 
District of the Fourth Assembly Dis- 
trict. Sidney Davidson, a watcher for 
the Honest Ballot Association, had been 
busily engaged in challenging almost 
every voter whom he found enrolled as 
a Democrat.

L. H. Bigelow, Jr., ex- 
Captain of the Yale ’Varsity football 
team und President of the Mitchel Col- 
lege Men’s League, and Harold A. Con- 
tent, Assistant United States District 
Attorney for the District of New York, 
who witnessed the assault, ran to An- 
derson’s ald and arrested his assailant. 
On the way to the Fifth Precinct Police 
Station three other gangsters attacked 
the party and tried to rescue the pris- 
oner. 

Led by Bigelow, who is 6 feet 8 inches 
in height, the Honest Ballot party ar- 
rested all four men and took them to 
the police station, where they were 
locked up on a charge of assault.

Senators in the Dark. 

In view of the attitude of Mr. Bryan 
and the absence of President Wilson, tt 
is difficult to obtain any satisfactory 
idea of what move may have been made 
by this Government that would have 
justified the Mexico City press dispatch. 
Senators who have shared the confi- 
dence of the Administration in connec- 
tion with Mexican affairs have no 
knowledge of any drastic action by this 
Government, and beyond the fact that 
the American battleship division in 
eastern Mexican waters is to be aug- 
mented, no preparations have been made 
by the Navy Department to meet an 
emergency calling for a display or the 
use of force. 

Even Senator Bacon, Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign: Relations, ac- 
cording to information obtained to-day, 
had no knowledge that an important 
move had been made in connection with 
the Mexican situation. This statement 
appeared to be inconsistent with Mr. 
Bacon's hint in the Senate yesterday 
that vigorous action by President W1l- 
son might be expected soon, but it came 
from a source of authority that guaran- 
teed its correctness.

Denial to Foreign Envoys.

He also 
said the denial had been formally sent 
to all the Gevernments that had dip- 
lomatie representatives in Mexico City. 

Mr. Bryan was plainly provoked over 
the ‘‘ ultimatum” story. He intimated 
broadly that he suspected it had been 
instigated from elsewhere than Mexico 
City, and said that investigations of 
previous news dispatcnes dated London 
had indicated that they were in reality 
put out in this country. No elucida- 
tion of these remarks was furnished 
by Mr. Bryan. 

For the first time it was admitted 
at the Navy Department to-day that the 
four United States battleships which 
arrived at Vera Cruz to-night would not 
relieve other battleships dye to return 
to home ports te afferd shore leave for 
their officers and men. The ships now 
at Galveston, it was said, would re- 
main there ‘‘indefinitely."’ This was 
the only disclosure to-day that appeared 
to have any significant bearing on the 
Mexican situation. 

The battleships at Vera Cruz have 
been alternating in going to Galveston 
to give their men shore liberty, so that 
of the four vessels in Rear Admiral} 
Fletcher’s original division, three al- 
ways were in Mexican waters. With 
the arrival of the squadron at Vera 
Cruz the American war vessels on the 
East coast of Mexico include seven bat- 
tleships, the crulser Tacoma, and tne 
gunboat Wheeling.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 4.—The under- 
current of conversation at the National 
Palace to-night carried rumors regard- 
ing Ptesident Huerta's attitude in the 
face of Washington's demands that he 
retire, but the President himself pre- 
served an enigmatical reserve. 

Huerta’s intimates are familiar with 
the terms of the communication, which 
they regard as practically mandatory. 
The memorandum from the administra- 
tion at Washington says that unless 
Gen. Huerta retires immediately and 
thereafter has nothing to do with the 
conduct of affairs or the formation of 
a@ new government the President of the 
United States will issue an ultimatum, 
which, if rejected, will cause him to call 
upon Congress to authorize him to use 
sterner methods. 

The language caused Huerta’s friends 
ta regard the American communication 
in itself as conclusive, since Gen. 
Huerta has no choice regarding further 
participation in Mexico's official affairs, 

In the memorandum it is impressed 
upon Gen. Huerta that his retirement 
from the Presidency and non-interfer- 
ence on his part are the only steps 
which will be acceptable to the Ameri- 
can Government. He was pointedly re- 
minded that any attempt upon his part 
to leave as his successor any of those 
men connected with the coup d'état by 
which he obtained the Presidency, or to 
utilize in the proposed Government any 
of those chosen in the recent elections, 
even those named as Congressmen, 
would result in the definite breaking 
off of all relations.

ICE-CRUSHED LINER SAFE. 


Manchester Commerce Battles Way

which is admittedly all dog from the 
experts’ standpoint, P 

Charles G. Hopton sent a little seven- 
teen-pound beauty, Rodney _Rosemaid, 
into the ring in the contention among 
American-bred dogs and bitches not ex- 
ceeding twenty-eight pounds and over 
12 months of age, and scored what he 
stated was the most satisfactory win of 
his career. Giving away from nine to 
eleven pounds to each of the other en- 
trants, the eye of the judge was filled, 
apparently, early in the proceedirigs, to 
the end that he quickly found for the| 
Hopton ‘entry, which is soon to be sent 
to England to make bids for titles with 
the best of that country. Two specials 
also fell to the lot of Rodney Rosemaid, 
which is the granddaughter of a_for- 
mer champion of her owners, Woodcote 
Hermit. . 

Mrs. Charles L, Watson gathered in 
two of the classes for miniatures when 
Highpoint Pee Wee won the blues of the | 
limit and open classes, following these 
wins with the corraling of several of 
the specials to which she was eligible, 

Another miss which disported herself | 
with distinction was Paul Scardon’s 
Beaming Belle, which figured largely 
among the bitches in the latter classes | 
after most of those of ordinary class 
had been disposed of. She went through 
the specials like a real champion, andj} 
gathered in more ribbons than 
probably any other exhibitor in the 
show before the judges had parted with 
all of the awards.

First of the 
winners of the day was Ralph R. Lit- 
tlefield’s Lord Roberts On-the-Path, a 
puppy which is said to have a world of 
promise, and all the earmarks of a 
champion, according to the experts. His 
class was shown, when, in the American 
bred division, with champions barred, 
he showed third to Buttons II and 
Weathered Oak. 

By the time the fields had reached 
the limit and open classes Bertie’s Best 
and Cintra John, the latter the entry 
of John E. Horrax gave early indication 
of some warm battles to follow when the 
“winners ’’ were to come up for deci- 
sion. Open dogs showed the first occa- 
sion for the contention which was man- 
ifest and which brought about the un- 
doing of the morning nomination as 
to the champion of the show. 

It was in this division that Ritchey’s 
Bertie’s Best was placed over Compan- 
ion Dreamwold Centaur.

Time of periods—10, 10, 18 and 12 minutes, 
DE WITT CLINTON WINS. 


Manhattan Schoolboys Beat Com- 
mercial High In Brooklyn, 


Sterling playing by the back line gave 
De Witt Clinton High School a decisive 
victory over the Commercial High 
School eleven yesterday morning at 
Commercial Field. The Clinton lads 
rolled up a score of 22 to 0 against 
the Brooklyn schoolboys without giving 
them any real chance to retaliate. Sev- 
eral rallies were started by the Com- 
meretal team, but they lasted through 
only a few plays at a time, and the 
New Yorkers were never in danger of 
losing the game.

Have No Right to Walk or Play in 
Middle of Street. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I notice a letter in THe Times de- 
ploring street accidents. Unless you 
start with the assumption that pedes- 
trians have all rights and vehicles 
have no rights on the streets, it 
seems to me that your suggestions as 
to a remedy are not well founded. 

I venture the prediction that no 
amount of regulating of vehicles will 


help very much. I believe the remedy 
lies in regulating the pedestrian. 
Sidewalks are provided exclusively 


for pedestrians, and yet people seem 
to think that they have as much right 
in the middle of the street as a ve- 
hicle. Our laws should be changed so 
that people who venture upon road- 
ways do so at their own risk except 
at crossings. In making this sug- 
gestion I am simply copying what 
has been found practical and neces- 
sary in many foreign cities. } 

It is a miracle that more people 
are not injured and killed every day. 
Every one seems to cross the street 
diagonally without looking and to 
walk out into the roadway where 
busy thoroughfares intersect, regard- 
less of traffic policemen and with- 
out looking. Children roller skate 
and play their games in the street! 
and pay little attention to the warn- | 
ing of the driver who seeks to pass. 

To my mind it is only due to the | 
marvelous skill of drivers in general | 
that accidents are not a hundred! 
times more numerous. Even a slow- | 
moving vehicle can seriously injure | 
or kill, and the greatest skill and 
care and the slowest speed will not 
prevent accidents under certain con- | 
ditions.

But the average expert, who has never 
handled a brush, smilingly refutes our 
conclusions and answers them with data 
ained from dubious. sources, and the 
elightful story of Paul Bourget’s “ La 
Dame qui a perdu son Peintre”’ is re— 
enacted and our collectors are again 
fooled to the tune of endless thousands. | 

In the many copies I have made in the 
great galleries of Europe I have often | 
had occasion to consider disputed au- 
thoritics, and my conclusion has been 
that the practitioner is most to be re- 
lied on as to the genuineness of a work.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The Tress- 
ury Department forwarded to-day to all 
collectors of internal revenue the text of 
a decision regarding the payment of the 
income tax on notes given for interest, 
rents, and like purposes. This decision 
explains how the tax must be collected 
when such notes, before their maturity, 
shall have been sold by the payee or re- 


cipient, or shall have been discounted 
with the banks. Here is the text of the 
decision : 


“When a note shall have been given 
in payment of interest, rents, or other 
income accruing after March 1, 1913, and 
said note matures on or after Nov. 1, 
1913, the maker of the note, as the 
‘debtor,’ and as the ‘source’ where the 
income originates, is required, in paying 
such note, to withhold the normal tax of 
1 per cent. on the entire amount of the 
note, if said note is in excess of $3,000, 
unless a claim shall be made for exemp* 
tion of $3,000 or $4,000 (as the case may 
be) under the provisions of Paragraph 
iC, Section 2, of the act; and if such 
claim for exemption shall be made, then 
the said tax shall be withheld only on 
the amount of said note in excess of the 
exemption claimed in said certificate. 

‘“‘If any person who has purchased or 
discounted any of said notes may have 
omitted, in acquiring them from pre- : 
vious holder, to make a deduction or al- 
lowance for said tax, such purchaser 
can only look for relief to the person 
from whom he shall have got the notes, 
and the ‘debtor,’ the maker of said 
notes, will be held liable for and be re- 
quired to deduct, withhold, and pay to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue the 
amount of the normal tax of 1 per cent.

‘“‘To illustrate: A (unmarried, and 


who does not claim the $3,000 exemption 
provided in Paragraph C of Section 2 of 
the income tax law) borrows on May 1, 
1912, $120,000 from B at 6 per cent. per 
annum interest on two years’ time, and 
gives B his bond for $120,000 for tho 
principal and four $3,600 notes, each rep- 
resenting six months’ interest for the 
maturing interest payable May 1 and 
Nov. 1 each year. On Oct. 1, 1913, B 
takes A’s interest note for $3,600, due 
Nov. 1, 1913. (which bears no mark to 
indicate that it represents interest) to 
{the Richmond National Bank; the bank 
is notified that the note represents in- 
terest, but being satisfied that A, the 
maker of the note, is good without addi- 
tional indorsement, discounts the note 
for B at the rate of 6 per cent. per an- 
num, and pays to B the proceeds, $3,582. 

“On Nov. 1, 1913, the note matures 
and the bank calls on A, the maker, to 
pay the note. A offers the bank $3,564, 
which is equal to $3,600 less the 1 per 
cent. tax of $36, informing the bank 
that the note represents interest which 
he owes and that under the Federal in- 
come tax law, he is required to deduct 
this tax from the face ef the note in 
making payment. 

‘“* The bank claims it was notified that 
the note represented interest and, there- 
fore, subject to this tax; but A is, 
nevertheless, required under the law to 
withhold the tax. 

“If A, under his contract with B, 
had agreed to pay the interest without 
deduction for any income tax which 
might be imposed by the Government, 
he would, of course, after deducting the 
1 per cent. tax for the Government, pay 
the bank, as holder of the note, the 
full amount of $3,600.

Pullman House in Washington 
Bought for $375,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The Russian 
Government has at last become the 
owner of the Pullman house on Six- 
teenth Street, near Scott Circle, which 
will be the Czar’s fiture embassy, the 


purchase only waiting to be formally 
recorded in St. Petersburg. The nego- 
tiations were practically completed a 
week ago. 

The house is one of the finest In 
Washington, and, like the British and 
Italian Embassies, is in the centre of 
Washington’s best resident district, not 
on the outskirts of the city, where 
France and Germany propose having 
their permanent embassies. The house 
was built by Mrs. George M. Pullman 


of Chicago, for entertaining, nearly two 
years ago, but was never occupied, and 
a year ago was offered for sale. 

The Russian Ambassador offered to 
buy the property at the reported price 
of $350,000, but Mrs. Pullman decided 
not to sell unless the purchaser took 
over the furnishing, including a set ot 
tapestries, and the deal fell through. 

Last Summer Mrs. John Hays Ham 
mond offered to take the house and 
furniture at Mrs. Pullman's own price. 
Later Mrs. Hammond decided to relin- 
quish her residence in Washington, 
when negotiations were renewed with 
the Russian Government. The price the 
latter is paying is reported to be 
$375,000.

Mann Gets McAdoo’s Views 
Bichloride of Mercury Tablets.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Bichloride of 
mercury tablets form the subject of a 
letter Secretary McAdoo of the Treas- 
ury Department has written to Repre- 
sentative Mann Illinois, Republican 
leader of the House, expressing the 
opinion that if there is any restrictive 
legislation enacted dealing with inter- 
state trade in the drug the legislation 
should be comprehensive enough to 
cover Other poisons. 

Mr. Mann had requested suggestions 
from the Public Health Service, which 
is under the control of the Treasury 
Department, for restricting the sale of 
the drug because of the recent deaths 
of persons through taking bichloride of 
mercury tablets by mistake. 

Secretary McAdoo wrote that there 
were a number of active poisons in com- 
mon use and that any legislation con- 
trolling their sale should be the result 
of investigation, because, from a publie 
health point of view, the most effective 
interstate traffic measure would be one 
that would prohibit the transportation 
offany medicine containing more than 
one safe adult dose for a human being.

MME, CARRENO’S RECITAL. 


Unfamiliar Qualities of Her Piano 
Playing in Carnegie Hall. 


There are few pianists who are bet- 
ter known in New York than Mme. 
Teresa Carrefio, or who have oftener 
played here. Her return to this coun- 
try after several seasons’ absence was 
signalized last week at the first of the 
Philharmonic Society’s concerts, when 
she appeared for the first time playing 
Tschaikowsky’s B flat minor concerto. 
Yesterday afternoon she gave her first 
recital in Carnegie Hall, where a large 
audience heard her. 

Mme. Carrefo’s playing on this oc- 
casion was curiously at variance with 
the style and manner of her musician- 
ship, that are impressed on the mem- 
ories of her older admirers. She has 
been a kindling flame, an aggressive 
and intense musical personality, the ex- 
ponent of a muscular and fiery tempera- 
ment. She has been referred to as an 
Amazon, at times, and at other times 
as a Valkyrior. 

The recent performance with the or- 
chestra had many of her old-time qual- 
ities. Few of them were recognizable 
in this recital. She seemed strangely 
subdued, interspective, caressing the 
piano, seldom smiting it, or even ob— 
taining trom it its full volume of tone. 
There was little dash or brilllancy in 
her playing, little compelling power; 
there were grace and charm. But some- 
times the scale of her performance 
seemed too small for the place and the 
surroundings, and hardly carried 
through. Mme. Carrefio’s tone seemed 
now and again to lack breadth, round- 
ness and carrying power, as well as 
beauty and variety of color. 

She was at her best in the Chromatic 
Fantaisie and Fugue by Bach, with 
which she began, and in which there 
were breadth, romantic feeling, and 
something of the imposing grandeur and 
broad sweep of the composition, though 
even here its scale was not drawn large. 
The figure, begun at a broad tempo, 
was gradually accelerated, whereby it 
lost something in repose. Her  per- 
formance of Beethoven’s sonata in C 
sharp minor, Op. 27,, No. 2, seemed to 


tend toward grace and amiability rather | 
than deep feeling in the first movement | 


and passion im the last.

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LARGER WORK NOW 
FOR THE DEFORMED 


Cornerstone Laid for New Dis- 
pensary for Hospital for 
Joint Diseases. 


PRAISE FOR DR. FRAUENTHAL 


Adolph Lewisohn, Dr. Jacobi, and 
Dr. Sayre Among Speakers — 
$50,000 More Needed. 


The cornerstone of the new dispensary 
of the Hospital for Deformities and Joint 
Diseases was laid with appropriate cere- 
monies,at 41 and 43 East 123d Street 
yesterday afternoon. Adolph Lewisohn, 
one of the stanchest friends of the insti- 
tution, which in nine years has grown to 
be one of the largest hospitals of its 
kind in the country, figuratively put the 
stone in place. Emanuel M. Gattle, 
President of the Board of Directors of 
the hospital, was the master of ceremo- 
nies, and the speakers were Dr. Abra- 
ham Jacobi, United States District Judge 
Julius M. Mayer, Dr. Reginald H. Sayre, 
Felix M. Warburg, and Mr. Lewisohn. 

Among the recipients of congratula- 
tions of the large audience that wit- 
nessed the ceremony were Dr. Henry W. 
Frauenthal, the founder of the hospital, 
and his brother, Dr. Herman C. Frauen- 
thal, who has been his chief assistant in 
the creation of the hospital, which in the 
present year has treated more than 
40,000 cases of deformities and joint dis- 
eases. 

The ceremonies began at 3. o’clock 
with music by the boys’ band from the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, after which 
Mr. Gattle made a short speech, in 
which he told of the wonderful growth 
of the hospital and of the devotion 
to its work of Dr. Frauenthal, his 
brother, and otlier friends, both medi- 
cal and lay. He said that the new 
six-story dispensary building, the cor- 
nerstone of which was about to be 
placed in position, had long been a 
erying need of the hospital, and said 
that $50,000 more would be needed be- 
fore the dispensary as planned would 
be equipped. Likewise $10,000 annually 
would be needed for the maintenance of 
the chemicul and pathological labora- 
tories. 

Dr. Jacobi paid a tribute to the mem- 
ory of the late Dr. Sayre, the 
in orthopedic surgery in this countrY, 
and added anothre to Dr. Frauenthal, 
who was a student under Dr. Sayre. 
Dr. Jacobi said that the public at large 
was the audience to appeal to when 
help was needed, and that once the 
public understood that the cause was 
a deserving and proper one its response 
would always be generous. 

Mr. Warburg pointed out that only 
within the last few years had it be- 
come generally known how much could 
be done for the reliet from suffering 
of those who suffer from diseases that 
this hospital treated. Not only was the 
hospital making good citizens,out of 
those poor little unfortunates, but it 
was also making them happy and con- 


are | tented citizens, able to hold their own 


in the work of life. 

“The money that ig being spent for 
the relief of these little ones,” he said, 
“is money well spent, and my earnest 
hope is that no trouble will be en- 
countered in the raising of the wane 
that is still needed to complete the work 
in hand.

Although pressed for funds to meet the 
current expenses, the rapidly increasing 
attendance at the clinic made the pur- 
chase of additional space necessary, and 
after funds were raised, 1,915 Madison 
Avenue was bought in April, 1910, after

houses. But within another year the 
board realized that funds must again 
be raised to furnish proper accommoda- 
tions, for dispensary attendance, and

“LUCIA” SUNG AT CENTURY. 


Praiseworthy Performance, with 
Edith Helena-in Title Role. 


The Century Opera Company began a 
week’s presentation of Donizetti’s ‘*‘ Lu- 
cia di Lammermoor,” with a_ special 
matinée yesterday afternoon. Edith 
Helena appeared in the title réle, with 
Walter Wheatley as Lord Edgar and 


Louis Kreidler as Sir Henry. Ashton. 
There were large audiences both after- 
noon and evening. 

It was a praiseworthy performance 
that the well-worn opera received, 
though not one where individual bril- 
liance on the part of the artists stood 
out. Nowadays ‘Lucia’ is oftenest 
regarded as a display piece for a few 
singers, notably the one who sings the 
title part, so that its performance at a 
house where the “star” system is not 
in vogue, and where an English libretto 
exposes mercitessly some of the old- 
school artificiality that a foreign tongue 
has concealed, is a performance with an 
interesting difference. é Yi 

Miss Helena’s singing just failed of 
being brilliant. In the beginning a 
tremolo marred its fullest effectiveness, 
but this wore off after the first act 
and her work took on power. Her high 
notes were of very good quality and her 
execution of the florid singing that the 
part calls for was capale. She has 
an ease of manner and a _ onuistrionic 
sense that stands her in good stead. 
Walter Wheatley did some of the best 
singing he has yet shown in the part 
of Edgar and held his audience through 
the not too interesting last act, which is 
almost a tenor solo. Louis Kreidler 
as Sir Henry Ashton added another to 
the list of good performances he has put 
to his credit at the Century. 

At the evening performance Domenico 
Russo, tenor, made his first appearance 
with the company in the réle of Edgar. 
His voice is of fair quality, but his 
principal merit was on the histrionic 
side. He acted with a fervor that was 
not overdrawn and made Lord Edgar a 
much more human character than he 
has sometimes been revealed.

“In other words,’’ said Judge Mc- 
Hugh, ‘‘.to quote from the Bible: ‘ By 
their fruits shall ye know them.’ ” 


“When Mr. McCormick went to New 
York in 1902 to enlist J. P. Morgan & 
Co. to aid him in getting capital to ex- 
tend the foreign trade of the McCormick 


Company, he met Mr. Perkins, a man 


who was invaluable for exactly the sort 


of thing Mr. McCormick desired. Mr. 


Perkins’s training and experiences as a 
Western man, with headquarters at Den- 


ver for many years, had made him thor- 


oughly familiar with the great agricul- 


tural situation in this country. Then, 
later, Mr. Perkins’s experiences in EBu- 


rope had given him a comparative 
knowledge of agricultural conditions 


there. 

“Mr. Perkins had been greatly ini- 
pressed by the contrast between the en- 
terprise of our West against the primi- 
tive methods of agriculture and agricul- 


tural trade in Europe. But in discussing 


this with Mr. McCormick he declared 


that no one of the existing companies 


was strong enough in capital, credits, 


jand men properly and adequateiy to

cerns that went into it.

|eourt that this $60,000,000 in property 
|} actually existed. The most elaborate, 
the most thorough appraisal ever made 
in this country, was made on the prop- 
j erties of the firms about to enter the 
| International Harvester Company. Two

ALBANY, Nov. 4.—Attorney General 
Carmody holds that New York commis-

Does More to Show Way to Busi- 
ness Success Th:.n Natural 
Shrewdness and Instinct. 


The National Association of Credit 
Men calls attention to the importance 
of the inventory as a business com- 
pass in a bulletin it has just issued. 

‘No business man would care to 
start on a voyage to a distant port,’ 
the bulletin says, ‘with a Captain 
who sailed his ship without a com- 
pass, even if that Captain were an 
experienced mariner and had an acute 
instinct for distance, directions, cur- 
rents, and winds. Even these qualities 
would not give a man confidence in 
such a Captain’s ability to reach his 
destination without a compass to guide 
him. 

‘*Now, the need of a compass in the 
equipment of a ship is no greater than 
the need of a compass in a business, 
which is the taking of a careful inven- 
tory at regular periods. The inventory 
is the compass of a business because 
the information it ‘gives enables the 
merchant to steer his course toward 
success, the destination he is seeking. 

‘‘We occasionally find a merchant 


who has apparently done well, sailing, 


his craft upon dead reckoning alone, 
but for every success among such mer- 
chants there have been failures upon 
failures. 

“To many merchants the taking of 
an inventory seems a big job. They 
neglect it, excusing themselves day 
after day with the argument that they 
cannot spare the time, or do not want 
to employ extra help which the taking 
of an inventory requires. They forget 
that the inventory is the first essential 


in ascertaining whether the business 


is' heading toward success or failure, 
and this is true whether the business 
be large or small. 

“It is inexcusable on any grounds 
for a merchant or manufacturer to 
wait until what he has is less than 


what he owes, to discover that bad 


management or miscalculation has 


brought him face to face with failure. 
Through the inventory it will be re- 
vealed to him whether the gross prof- 
its of his business are larger than cost 
and operating expense combined, or 


whether his investment is suffering a 


shrinkage and the business is headed 


toward failure. 

“The inventory is a record of stock 
on hand at its real value. Self-decep- 
tion is practiced if any merchandise is 
inventoried at more than the price at 
which it could be replaced. Generally 
speaking, the proper basis for taking an 
inventory is the buying cost, but should 
the value of the merchandise, when the 
inventory is taken, be less than the 
cost, the actual value and not the cost 
should be the inventory figure. If goods 
are shopworn, out of style or for other 
reasons not readily salable, their real 
worth, and not their cost, should be 
used in making the inventory, On the 
| other hand, if the goods cannot be re- 
placed at their cost, that is, if they 
| have advanced in value, it is then safe 
to have this difference shown in the 
profit on sales, but not in the inven- 
tory. 

“The last inventory is_the first thing 
that the fire insurance adjuster calls for 
when he comcs to adjust a loss. With- 
out it, any business men would have 
| difficulty in making up a proof of claim 
isatisfactory to the insurance Company. 

“In fact, the inventory may be de- 
scribed as the cornerstone of the book- 
keeping end of a business, and just as 
a business man cannot know in what 
direction his business is heading with- 
out the inventory, so he cannot know 
without a faithful keéping of accounts. 
We cannot here sketch a bookkeeping 
system, but it is not difficult for any 
merchant to get a knowlédge of simple 
books of accounts, or at least to have 
some one keep such books for him. 

‘**There should be a record of cash re- 
ceived and paid out; a record of goods 
bought and paid for; a record of ac- 
counts receivable for merchandise sold 
on ercdit. Such records, accurately 
kept, will, in connection with an inven- 
tory each sixth or twelfth month, en- 
able the business man to _ discover 
whether his business is profitable. To 
illustrate: A merchant starts with a 
capital of $5,000. At .the end of the 
first year he takes stock and finds that 
the true inventory totals $5,642.37. He 
may then proceed as follows:

‘*Upon this very simple bookkeeping 
plan the merchant discovers that in one 
vear his business apparently shows an 
improvement of $465.67. This is small 
considering the fact that no interest has 
been charged on the initial capital. It 
should indicate to the merchant that 
some attention should be given to the 
rofit side of his business. How could 
fs learn this, save by inventorying? It 
is the inventory which provides him his 
business compass. 

‘‘The time must pass when even the 
smallest merchant will take the chance 
of sailing his business craft upon dead 
reckoning alone, and manufacturing and 
wholesale houses will be unwilling to 
risk their merchandise in such a venture. 

‘The business man should set his in- 
ventory dates and not let them pass 
without taking inventory. He should 
remember that the inventory is more im- 
portant and necessary in safeguarding 
against failure than all of the shrewd- 
ness and business instinct he possesses.’’

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 4.—The north dis- 
turbance of Monday has passed off the Cana- 
Gian Coast, attended by “ght rains that dur- 
fng the last twenty-four hours extended over 
New England, the Middle Atlantic States, 
the lower Lake region, and portions of the 
upper Lake region. Elsewhere over the east- 
ern half of the country the weather was fair, 
with high pressure prevailing generally.

Mr. Polk has actively 
supported Mr. Mitchel in the municipal 
campaign and is said to have the pres- 
ent Collector’s backing. 


MRS. BACHE A RESIDENT. 


Upholds “Duty Assessed 
Against Banker’s Wife. 


After litigation covering two years, 
the United States Court of Customs 
Appeals has decided that Mrs. Florence 
S. Bache, wife of Jules S. Bache, the 
banker, is a resident of the United 
States, and was properly liable to as- 
sessment on personal effects brought 
into this country in 1911. When Mrs. 
Bache returned from Europe in the 
Summer of that year, she brought with 
her wearing apparel and other articles 
on which the Customs Inspectors de- 
manded auties amounting to several 
thousand dollars. 

Mrs. Bache refused to pay the duties 
on the ground that she was a non-resi- 
dent, and maintained an apartment in 
Paris.

A_ protest 
was made to the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, which, after hearing the tes- 
timony of Mr. and Mrs. Bache, decided 
she was a resident of this country, and 
that the duties were properly exacted.

DEATH SENTENCE 
FOR MRS. WAKEFIELD ||: 


{ 
Court Decrees That Connecticut 


Woman Shall Be Hanged for 
Murder of Her Husband. 


FIRST IN STATE’S HISTORY 


Plew, Her Accomplice, and Another 
Murderer Also Condemned 
at the Same Time. 


NEW HAVEN, Nov. 4.—Three persons, 
one a@ woman, stood before the bar ot 
the Superior Court here this afternoon, 
and were sentenced to be hanged for 
murder. The woman, Bessie J. Wake- 
field, who conspired with James Plew 
in the murder of her husband, William 
Wakefield, was the first woman to be 
convicted of murder in the first degree 
since the adoption of the State Consti- 
tution. 

Plew, the self-confessed murderer, 
sought to obtain a lesser degree of pun- 
ishment by reason of his confession, but 
Judge Burpee said that he could find 
no extenuating circumstances, and there- 
fore must impose the death penalty. 

The third prisoner sentenced to die 
was Joseph Bergeron, alias Beger, who 
shot and killed Mrs. Eliabeth Dousette. 
He also had pleaded guilty to the charge 
of homicide, and his was the first case 
on record where the court examined the 
witnesses to ascertain the details of the 
crime. When he was called to the bar 
Judge Burpee said he could find no rea- 
son to make the degree less than that 
of premeditated murder. 

Mrs. Wakefield and Plew were sen- 
tenced to die at the State Prison before 
sunrise on March 4, 1914, and Bergeron 
to die on Feb. 4. 

Plew and Mrs. Wakefield had formed 
a plot to kill Wakefield, so that they 
could marry, and Plew attempted the 
murder at the Wakefield home on the 
night of June 22, but was unsuccessful. 
He then lured Wakefield into the woods 
fifteen miles from Bristol, where he 
shot and stabbed the man. Two weeks 
afterward the body was found, and Plew 
and Mrs. Wakefield were placed under 
arrest.
